A  REGULAR  MEETING  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  NATIONAL  SCRIP 
OTIECIORS  ASSOCIATION  was  held  on  FRIDAY,  MAY  2,  1986,  at  2:00  p.m. ,  at 
TOE  RAMADA  INN,  HECKLEY,  WEST  VA.  Thei*e  were  present  the  following  con¬ 
stituting  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business:  Crawford  Blakeman, 
President;  Vice-Presidents  Mark  Ballard  and  John  Taylor;  Past -Presidents 
Bill  Williams  and  R.  R.  Tippy;  and  Walter  Caldwell,  Secretary-Treasurer. 

Bellowing  proper  motion,  marabership  applications  thru  Number  1204 
were  approved. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Walter  Caldwell  presented  his  report  and  following 
proper  motion,  the  report  was  approved  and  made  a  matter  of  record  for 
the  minutes  of  this  meeting.  Hie  report  noted  that  the  current  bank 
balance  of  the  organization  was  $5499.72  with  the  funds  being  on  deposit 
at  The  Fayette  County  National  Bank,  Fayetteville,  West  Va.  It  was  noted 
that  checks  were  outstanding  for  the  printing  of  the  new  membership  roster 
and  the  typing  of  the  same  in  the  jonounts  of  $979.63  and  $150.00. 

The  Secretary's  report  noted  that  membership  currently  paid  stands  at 
approximately  400  which  is  somewha ,(.  less  than  the  paid  membership  of  last 
year.  President  Blakeman  urged  all  Board  members  and  the  general  manbership 
to  make  it  a  special  job  to  each  sign  one  new  member  for  this  year. 

Book  Committee  Chairman  Bill  Williams  reported  that  741  books  have  been 
sold  (447  Vol.  I  and  294  Vol.  II).  With  the  two  additional  books  sold  at 
this  meeting,  all  prior  outstanding  accounts  of  the  book  carmittee  have 
been  paid.  Future  book  sale  receives  will  be  used  to  build  a  reserve  fund 
and  to  cover  the  expenses  of  having  the  book  computer  entered  so  that  a 
revised  edition  or  new  edition  can  be  published  sometime  in  the  future. 

Following  proper  motion,  approval  was  given  for  holding  the  October 
1986  convention  at  Pine  Mountain  lodge  near  Pineville,  Kentucky.  Boon 
reservation  information  will  be  printed  in  the  bulletin  shortly.  This 
a,  fine  Kentucky  State  Park  and  President  Blakeman  advised  that  all  manbere 
will  like  the  facilities  here.

HISTORICAL  INFORMATION  ON  A  MOST  UNUSUAL  TOKEN  -  From  the  Editor's  Collection 

The  J.  R.  Crewe  Coal  &  Mining  Co.,  Kansas  City,  Missouri  token  pictured  above 
(slightly  enlarged  to  show  detail)  is  an  oval,  bright  green  with  black  printing, 
celluloid  token.  Although  several  carboard  tokens  have  surfaced  from  the 
Kansas  -  Missouri  area,  this  is  the  only  celluloid  token  that  I  have  seen. 

In  checking  out  this  token,  the  1930  McGraw  -  Hill  Coal  Mine  Directory  notes 
that  the  Crowe  Coal  Co.  had  mines  at  Croweburg  and  Scansion  in  Kansas  and 
*at  Mindemines  in  Missouri.  (Was  the  town  named  after  the  mine  owner?) . 

The  Crowaburg,  Kansas  mine  was  in  Crawford  County  and  three  mines  were  noted: 

No.  15  Mine  -  No.  16  Mine  -  and  No.  21  Mine.  The  mines  had  65,  130  and  180 
employees  and  they  mined  the  Cherokee  seam  which  was  32  to  38  inches  thick. 

Coal  was  shipped  from  Mulberry  on  the  S.L.S.F.  R.R.  (which  I  guess  was  Saint 
Louis  -  San  Franciso  Rail  Road) .  The  1930  directory  lists  several  mines 
in  Crawford  County. 

Has  any  other  NSCA  member  seen  one  of  these  tokens?  I  am  curious  to  know  how 
many  are  known  and  whether  other  denominations  besides  the  50 C  token  exist?

ED  JAMES  WINS  CENTENNIAL  TOKEN  FOR  BEST  LETTER  ON  COAL  MINE  SCRIP 

As  announced  in  the  April  bulletin,  collector  Ed  James  has  been  awarded 
the  Summers  County  (W.Va.)  centennial  token  for  the  most  interesting 
letter  received  during  the  past  month  on  coal  scrip  coins.  Since  his 
letter  is  of  interest  to  all  collectors,  parts  of  it  are  being  reprinted 
‘in  the  bulletin.*;  4 

i."Let  me  say  that  t  am  not  exactly  an  authority  on  scrip.  : However,  I 
do  believe  that  ray  collection  of  around  1200  different  pieces  representing 
.  over  500  companies,  is  one  of,  if  not  the  largest  in  existence.  I  have 
'  contributed  nearly  2000  pieces  to  our  National  Museum,  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  in  Washington  and  I  have  contributed  a  Very  nice  display  to 
our  Weft  Virginia  State  Museum  in  Charleston. 

I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  one  fact  concerning  scrip.  In  my 
coatactscwith  "token"  collectors  throughout  the  country,  I  have  noticed 
.  one  item'  that  may  be  of  interest.  ...  In  90%.  of  all  issues,  scrip  has  the 

•  name  of  the  company  that  struck  it  on  the  reverse  and  the  name  of- the 
coal  company  along  with  the  name  of  the  coal  camp  on  the  obverse  side. 

This  leads  me  to  believe  that  this  system  was  used,  perhaps  by  an 
unwritten  agreement,  exclusively  through  the  great  Appalachian  coal  pro¬ 
ducing  region  with,  perhaps,  the  Illinois  region  added.  This  should  be 
interesting  to  explore,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  stores, 
except  those  in  the  coal  producing  regions,  have  tokens  with  the  striker's 
„  •  •.name  on  them,-  I  call  those  the  true  tokens  and  set  them  apart  from  our 
•-  v  scrips  Of  course,  we  had  many  stores  that  used  scrip,  but  in  most  cases 
.  they  had  agreements  with  the  coal  company  and  many  were  the  stores  owned 
by  the  coal  company  such  as  the  Island  Creek  Stores  of  the  Island  Creek 
Coal  Co.,  the  Junior  Mercantile  Stores  owned,  I  believe,  by  the  West  Va. 

'  Coal  and  Coke  Co*  or  the  Main  Island  Creek  Coal  Co.  Koppers  Stores, 

'•  owned  by  the  Koppers  Coal  Co.,  and  Eastern  Gas  and  Fuel  Co.  And,  the 
Valley  Camp  Stores  owned  by  the  Valley  Camp  Coal  Co.  Some  of  the  coal 
..  companies  did  not  have  stores  of  their  own  and  stores  had  agreements  with 
x  them  to  use  scrip  which  the  coal  company  issued,  One  of  these  was  the 
Spruce  River  Coal  Co,  at  Jeffrey,  W.Va.,  in  Boone  County,  that  used  the 
J.  E.  Ballard  General  Merchandise  store.  Some  of  the  coal  companies  did 

use  scrip  of  the  "token”  variety  but  my  collection  contains  less  than  S\ 
of  it.

It  seems  that  every  collector  who  has  Ajax  Coal  Company  scrip  wants  to  place 
the  company  at  Bulan,  Ky.  I  would  like  to  know  why.  The  Ajax  Coal  Company 
was  located  at  Ajax,  in  Fayette  County,  W.Va.,  and  the  post  office  was  Fayette 
w.Va.  It  was  a  drift  mine  in  the  Sewell  seam.  (Editor’s  note:  In  checking 
with  a  Kentucky  collector,  he  places  the  Ajax  Company  at  Bulan,  Ky*  Too,  the 
‘A  *x  pieces  that  1  have  are  by  Oreo,  thus  indicating  a  recent  issue*  The 
history  of  >  Fayette  County  (1926)  indicates  that  only  68  men  were  employed  at 
the  Ajax  operation,  thus,  I  seriously  doubt  that  the  scrip  is  from  the  W.Va* 
operation  of  Ajax  Coal  Company.  Since  the  Ajax  location  is  just  a  few  miles 
from  my  office,  I  do  not  recall  their  being  in  operation  in  the  last  25  or 
30  years*.  Do  any  collectors  have  any  Ajax  scrip  with  a  town  name  on  it?  I 
"ould  aPpreciate  hearing  from  any  other  collectors  with  knowledge  of  Ajax.) 
Another* inihe  that  most  people  seem  to  think  was  in  Kentucky,  was  also  in 
Fayette  Co.,  W.Va.  It  was  the  Fordson  Coal  Company  at  Nuttallburg. , 

While  On  the  subject  of  the  New  River  coal  field,  it  may  be  interesting 
to  note  that  ;this  field  contains  the  pioneer  mines  served  directly  by  rail 
transportation.-.  The  first  mine  opened  was  in  what  is  now  known  as  the 
Quinnimont  Horse  Shoe  and  dates  back  to. about  1871.  The  first  shipment  was 
made  by  rail  to  Ricjunond,  Virginia  in  cars  commonly  known  as  ’'buck  Jennies", 
carrying  ten  tons  eafch  and  coupled  by  the  old  link-and-pin  method.  A  monu¬ 
ment  to  the  Welshman,  Co 1 one i  Joe  Buery, -still  stands  on  the  hill,  in  memory 
or  the  first  mine  whose  ■significance  he  never  lived  to  realize,  (Editor’s 
note:  A  park  is  now  being) established  at  the  site^of  the  monument  by  the 
State.)  I  have,  in  my 'collection,  an  acorn  shaped  5.$  token  from  the  old 
Quinnimont  Hotel,  I  also  have  a  $1  coin  from  that  Quimmimont  Coal  Company 
and  I  do  not  feel  that  the  romantic  history  of  it  can  be  equaled." 

"I  also  have  a  booklet  printed  by  the  Chesapeake  §  Ohio  Railway  Co., 
sometime  around  1230,  which  gives  the  history  of  the  Coal  field  of  Southern 
W.Va.  and  Kentucky  that  were  served  by  the  C  §  0.  It-tellS  about  the  Kanawha, 
New  River  and  Logan  coal  fields  along  with  the  Big  Sandy  district  of  Kentucky. 
I- would  be  interested  iin  knowing  if  anyone  could  help  me  in1  securing  a  copy 
ox  this  booklet  for  the  National  Museum."

Note  the  broken  '5’  on 
this  old  Ingle  System  token  made  for  J.  B,  Marlnee, 
and  secured  from  TAMS  member  Ore  Vacketta  of 
Westville,  Illinois.  Mr.  Vacketta  is  presently  seeking 
information  as  to  the  location  and  use  made  of  these 
tokens/ 


A  bonanza  of  token  information  has  become  avail¬ 
able  for  all  collectors  with  the  recent  release  of 
Information  contained  ir*  the  old  records  of  one  of 
the  major  manufacturers  of  tokens.  These  old 
records  cover  all  tokens  manufactured  and  sold 
by,  the  Ingle  System  ant’  the  Ingla-Schierlch  Com¬ 
pany  for  the  period  from  November  1918  to  Novem¬ 
ber  1953,  a  span  of  35  year?.  Unfortunately,  the 
pages  in  the  old  journal  covering  the  years  prior 
to  November  1918  had  been  torn  out  and  were 
probably  destroyed  before  the  recent  discovery. 

E.  H.  Ingle  sold  the  majority  of  his  token  orders 
to  coal  mine  stores  (company  stores)  and  this  will 
be  the  subject  of  several  articles  for  TAMS  by  Robert 
Craigo  at  a  later  date.  Our  present  study  covers 
the  many,  many  thousands  of  tokens  that  were 
sold  to  Merchants  and  others  not  connected  with 
coal  mining.  Too,  the  author  wants  to  acknowledge 
the  valuable  assistance  given  this  present  study  by 
Gordon  Dodrill,  who  prepared  the  listing.

How  were  the  4000 
tokens  made  for  Phoenix  Union  High  School  in  1946 
used?  Why  would  the  Coca-Cola  Bottling  Company 
of  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama  order  only  100  tokens  in 
1939  and  what  purpose  did  they  serve  the  company? 
Or,  how  about  the  200  tokens  sold  to  Dr.  Z.  L. 
Daniel  of  Gary,  Texas  in  1924. 

The  complete  listing  of  all  orders  follows  with  the 
date  shown  when  the  tokens  were  ordered  first  and 
the  figure  showing  the  total  number  of  tokens 
shipped  to  the  particular  person  or  store,  etc.

Starting  with  an  initial  order  on  September  19, 
1933,  the  Tennessee  Coal,  Iron  and  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  of  Birmingham,  Alabama,  ordered  over  one- 
half  million  tokens  from  The  Ingle-Schierloh  Com¬ 
pany  of  Dayton,  Ohio.  Yet,  to  my  knowledge,  no 
collector  of  tokens  has  a  complete  set  from  this 


company.  Tokens  from  this  mining  operation  are 
very  rare  and  my  personal  collection  contains  only 
the  two  one  cent  specimens  pictured  above. 

This  initial  order  of  tokens  was  comprised  of  the 
following  pieces  for  which  the  company  paid 
$1845.00:  59,800  pennies  — 22, 300 nickels — 22,850 
dimes  —  13,800  quarters  —  11,450  half  dollars  — 
and  19,800  dollars.  The  composition  of  the  tokens 
was  nickel  silver. 

An  additional  30,000  pennies  and  10,000  nickels 
wore  ordered  just  three  months  later  on  December 
8,  1933,  at  a  cost  of  $660.00.  Further  orders  for 
tokens  were  dated  In  May  of  1934;  August  of  1935: 
October  of  1936;  February  df  1937;  and  September 
of  1937  to  total  547,500  total  pieces. 


THE  40  MONTH  ZINC 


AND  FIBRE  STORY

Inadvertently,  at  one  time  or  another,  the  token 
collector  acquires  a  zinc  or  fibre  token  and  wonders 
why  any  company  would  strike  the  token  in  this 
cheap  material  for  a  medium  of  exchange.  Seems 
like  the  zinc  would  darken  after  little  circulation 
and  wear, down  easily  as  well  as  corrode  quickly. 

Well,  after  the  bombing  of  Pearl  Harbor  on  Decem¬ 
ber  7,  1941,  all  critical  metals  to  the  war  effort 
-  were  requisioned  by  the  War  Department,  and 
private  token  manufacturers  could  not  purchase 
these  materials  which  included  copper,  brass,  alum¬ 
inum,  steel,  bronze  and  silver,  as  well  as  nickel. 
Private  enterprise  simply  had  to  adopt  a  substitute 
for  coinage  material.  The  Ingle-Schierloh  Co.  of 
Dayton,  Ohio  depleted  their  six-month  supply  of 
critical  metals,  and  shipped  their  first  1 ,000  scalloped 
zinc  pennies  to  R.G.  Bailey  at  625  Dale  Street, 
in  Clarksburg,  West  Virginia,  on  May  29,  1942. 

For  the  next  40, months,  all  Ingle  shipments  were 
struck  in  zinc  or  red  fibre.  They  again  shipped  their 
first  order  of  copper  tokens  numbering  200  to  the 
Chase  Commissary  at  Chase,  Alabama  on  Septem¬ 
ber  11,  1945,  when  the  critical  war  metals  were 
again  available.  This  order  was  followed  by  a  2,000 
lot  shipment  of  brass  tokens  to  the  Appleton  Mill 
Store  at  Anderson,  South  Carolina,  on  the  following 
day.  \ 

If  you  see  a  zinc,  or  red  fibre  store  token,  chances 
are  that  it  Is  of  the  1943  or  1944  vintage,  as  was 
our  very  own  United  States  one  cent  piece  of  1943, 
having  been  struck  in  an  off-metal,  due  to  the 
war  effort,.

NATIONAL  SCRIP  COLLECTORS  ASSOCIATION  - 
CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

(Originally  adopted  October  21,  1972,  at  Fayetteville,  West  Virginia 
meeting  of  NSCA  membership.  Completely  revised  October  4,  1985,  at 
Duffield,  Virginia  meeting  of  NSCA  membership.) 

% 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME:  The  name  of  the  organization  shall  be  NATIONAL 
SCRIP  COLLECTORS  ASSOCIATION,  Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  II  -  OBJECTIVES:  The  objects  of  the  organization  shall  be 
to  advance  the  knowledge  of  scripology  along  educational,  scientific 
study  and  research  of  historical  lines  in  all  of  its  various  branches 
of  coal  mining,  manufacturing,  lumber,  industry  associated  merchant 
and  agriculture  related  to  scrip  tokens;  To  assist  in  bringing 
about  better  cooperation  between  all  persons  interested  in  the 
circulation,  classification,  collection,  sales,  exhibition  use,  and 
preservation  of  all  tokens,  paper  and  all  mining,  lumber,  manu¬ 
facturing  and  agriculture  memorib^lia;  To  acquire  and  disseminate 
trustworthy  information  bearing  upon  these  topics;  To  promote 
greater  popular  interest  in  the  science  of  scripology  and  for  the 
particular  purpose  of  bringing  the  scripologist  into  closer 
relations  with  one  another  and  to  promote  friendly  feelings 

between  these  persons.  ‘  *

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP:  Section  1.  Three  classes  of  members 
shall  be  recognized :  (a!  Regular  members  -  age  18  or  older;  (b) 

Junior  members  -  under  age  18;  and  (c)  Life  members:  Life  members 
shall  pay  a  one  time  fee  of  twenty  times  bhe  annual  dues  in  effect 
at  the  time  of  application  for  life  membership.  Life  membership 
fees  shall  be  placed  in  a  special  interest  bearing  account  and 
only  the  interest  earned  shall  be  transferred  to  the  general  account 
'.of  the  organization  annually. 

Section  2.  All  applications  for  membership  shall  be  made  in  writing 
and  shall  be  listed  in  19 SCRIP  TALK”,  the  organization  bulletin. 

Section  3.  Subsequent  to  publication  date,  all  applications  shall 
be  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  Any  member  of  the  organization  may  be  expelled  for  cause 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee  after  charges  are 
preferred  in  writing,  and  a  fair  hearing  had  upon  the  same. 

Section  5.  Any  member  of  the  organization  may  be  suspended  for  a 
•period  of  time  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  after 
'charges  are  preferred  in  writing,  and  a  fair  hearing  had  upon  the 
.  same. 

Section  6.  An  expelled  or  suspended  member  may  be  reinstated  to 
membership  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  membership  present  at  any 
regular  national  meeting,  provided,  however,  that  he  shall  make 
payment  of  any  arrears  in  his  dues  at  the  time  of  expulsion  or 
suspension,  and  also  other  regular  dues  which  have  been  payable  in 
the  interval  between  his  expulsion  or  suspension  and  his  reinstatement. 
Section  7.  Any  member  found  guilty  of  issuing  or  having  issued 
91  restruck9' ,  "counterfeit”  or  "fantasy"  scrip  tokens  shall  be  expelled 
from  membership  in  the  association.  All  actions  concerning  this 
section  shall  be  handled  by  the  Executive  Committee  following  a 
charge  in  writing  and  an  investigation  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

No  publicity  on  such  charge  shall  be  made  until  after  the  Executive 
Committee  has  fully  investigated  and  voted  on  the  matter. 


ARTICLE  IV  -  OFFICERS  -  Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  organization 
shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  and  a  Secretary  and/or 
Treasurer. 

Section  2.  The  officers  of  the  organization  will  be  known  as  the 
Executive  Committee.  All  past  Presidents  of  NSCA  shall  be  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  and/or  Treasurer  shall  be  under  bond  in  an 
amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  said  bond  to  be 
paid  from  the  funds  of  the  organization. 

Section  4.  The  officers  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years  or  uptil 
their  successors  are  duly  elected,  or  as  otherwise  may  be  provided 
by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws . 

Section  5.  All  vacancies  existing  on  the  Executive  C6mmittee  shall 
be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  remaining  members  and  a  person 
so  appointed  shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  member 
whom  he  succeeds. 

Section  6.  Each  officer  may  be  removed  for  inefficiency  or  official 
misconduct  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  membership  at  a  regularly 
called  meeting. 

Section  7.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  have  pub¬ 
lished  an  official  bulletin  for  the  organization  and  shall  prescribe 
the  general  policy  of  the  publication  as  concerns  subscription  rates, 
advertising  rates,  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  financing  the 
publication. 

Section  8.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  perform 
all  duties  pertaining  to  his  office  including  the  appointment  of  all 
committees  necessary  to  promote  special  projects,  hold  annual  meetings 
collect  dues,  publish  the  bulletin,  and  like  matters.  In  the  absence 
of  the  President,  the  senior  Vice-President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings . 

Section  9.  The  Secretary  and/or  Treasurer  shall  keep  and  record  the 
minutes  of  club  proceedings,  and  he  shall  .receive  and  keep  the 
organization  funds  in  a  designated  bank  and  pay  out  the  same  only  on 
order  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  make  an  annual  report  of 
receipts  and  disbursements  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  his 
.  office  may  require.  * 

ARTICLE  V  -  FINANCE  -  Section  1.  The  revenue  of  the  organization 
shall  be  derived  from  membership  dues  and/or  initiation  fees  and 
from  such  other  sources  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee 
or  the  membership  in  regular  meeting  assembled. 

Section  2.  The  amount  of  such  membership  dues  and/or  initiation  fees 
shall  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  membership. 

Section  3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  determine 
fees  to  be  charged  at  meetings  for  tables  and  like  matters.  A  fee 
will  be  charged  on  any  auction  held  in  connection  with  any  prgan- 
ization  meeting  with  the  rules  for  such  auction  to  be  determined 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  CHARTER  MEMBERS :  Members  who  joined  the  organizatio’n 
•before  the  1st  day  of  July  1973,  shall  be  known  as  Charter  members. 

ARTICLE  VII  ~  MEETINGS  -  Section  1.  The  regular  semi-annual  meetings 
of  the  organization  shall  be  held  the  first  week-end  of  May  and 
October  of  each  year  at  a  place  to  be  determined  by  the  President, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee:  At  these  regular 
meetings,  such  business  as  may  be  brought  up  may  be  transacted 
and  such  meetings  may  be  converted  into  entertainment  meetings  as 
may  be  deemed  advisc?*able  by  the  President  and/or  Executive  Committee. 


Section  2.  The  President  or  a  majority  of  the  Executive  Committee 
have  the  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  at  any  time,  provided  that 
notice  shall  have  been  mailed  to  all  current  members  in  ddvance  of 
the  proposed  special  meeting. 

Section  3.  Ten  currently  paid  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at 
any  regular  cr  special  meeting,  exclusive  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  RULES  OF  ORDER:  All  proceedings  of  this  organization 
shall  be  conducted  under  and  pursuant  to  Roberts'  Rules  of  Order, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  herein. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  CODE  OF  ETHICS:  Membership  in  the  National  Scrip 
Collectors  Association  is  a  privilege  extended  to  those  who  agree 
to  subscribe  to  the  principles  and  purposes  of  the  Association  and 
who  meet  the  other  requirements  of  membership. 

A  breach  of  ethics  by  any  member  reflects  directly  or  indirectly 
upon  other  members  of  NSCA  and  upon  the  sincerity  and  integrity  of 
the  purposes  of  the  Association.  Since  such  action  is  prejudicial 
to  the  welfare  of  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association,  any 
breach  of  this  Code  of  Ethics  may  be  cause  for  disciplinary  action 
by  the  Executive  Committee  as  provided  in  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  of  the  Association. 

As  a  condition  of  approval  for  membership  in  the  National  Scrip 
Collectors  Association,  each  member  specifically  agrees  to  conform 

to  the  following  provisions: 

* 

1.  Support  and  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  NSCA 
and,  such  amendments,  resolutions  and  policies  as  may  be  duly 
established. 

t 

2.  Abide  by  all  federal,  state  and  local  laws  relating  to  numis¬ 
matics  in  general  and  to  collectibles  in  particular. 

* 

3.  Bring  no  reproach  or  discredit  to  NSCA  or  to  membership  therein 
or  to  the  collecting  of  scrip  and  tokens  by  any  personal  action  or 
conduct. 

4.  Abstain  from  buying,  selling  or  trading  scrip,  tokens  or  other 
numismatic  and  hobby  material  of  which  the  ownership  is  questionable, 
and  report  promptly  to  the  proper  law  enforcement:  agencies  inform¬ 
ation  on  suspected  stolen  material. 

5.  Correct  promptly  any  error  made  in  any  transaction. 

6.  Abstain  from  knowingly  selling,  trading,  producing  or  advertising 
any  counterfeit  or  reproduced  material  in  any  form  in  violation  of 
law. 

7.  Bring  known  examples  of  irresponsible  or  unethical  tactics  to 
the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

8.  Conduct  transactions  fairly,  with  integrity  that  is  responsive 
to  legal  requirements  and  to  the  highest  ethical  standards. 

9.  Read,  understand  and  be  bound  by  the  "Terms  of  Sale"  conditions 
before  submitting  a  bid  in  any  auction  of  scrip  or  tokens. 


10.  Maintain  a  high  level  of  personal  conduct  in  accordance  with 
accepted  standards  of  morality,  honesty  and  courtesy  while  conducting 
or  participating  in  any  NSCA  collection  activities  not  specifically 
cited  elsewhere  in  this  Code. 

ARTICLE  X  -  CATALOG  COMMITTEE:  The  responsibilities  of  the  committee 
shall  include; 

A.  The  compiliation  and  approval  of  all  data  for  catalog  purposes 
that  meet  the  established  criteria  of  the  approved  definition  of 
coal  scrip  including  rarity. 

B.  Maintain  records  oh  a  continuing  basis  for  the  purpose  of 
recording  necessary  revisions  and  new  finds. 

C.  Publication  of  the  initial  issuance  and  any  supplements  that 
may  be  required  in  the  future.  This  functional  assignment  will 
include  the  awarding  of  contracts  to  vendors. 

D.  Prior  to  the  awarding  of  any  contracts,  bids  must  be  requested 
by  the  committee.  Normally,  the  bid  will  be  awarded  to  the  low 
bidder,  providing  all  conditions  are  on  'as  equal'  basis. 

E.  Determine  the  selling  prices  of  all  catalogs  and  methods  of 
distribution  in  relation  to  members,  non-members,  associations, 
jobbers,  institutions,  etc. 

F.  Handle  all  advertising  in  applicable  type  publications. 

G.  One  member  to  be  bonded  who  will  handle  all  funds. 

H.  Members  of  NSCA  may  be  solicited  to  subscribe  mobey  for  a 
prepublication,  non  interest  bearing  noted,  in  order  that  payments 
to  the  printer  are  assured.  This  subscription  to  be  eventually 
returned  in  full;  provided  sales  and  profits  will  permit. 

I.  Receipts  of  sale  of  catalogs  to  be  deposited  to  interest  bearing 
account  (s)  and  to  be  disbursed  equally  in  pre-determined 
increments  concurrently  to  each  subscriber  as  inventory  is  sold. 

J.  *.  The  Catalog  Committee  will  consist  of  five  members  in  good 
standing;  four  of  whom  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  -  the 
initial  appointment  shall  be  two  for  three'year  terms  and  two  for 
two  year  terms.  Subsequent  appointments  shall  be  for  two  year 
terms  or  until  successors  are  duly  appointed.  The  current  elected 
President  of  NSCA  to  serve  on  the  committee  during  his  term  of  office. 
K*  A  publication  fund  will  be  retained  in  an  interest  bearing 
account  and  is  to  be  expended  only  for  out  of  pocket  expenses  on 
future  published  changes  and  additions  as  authorized  by  the  Catalog 
Committee.  This  fund  to  be  known  as  "The  Edkins  Catalog  Fund” . 

L.  The  magnitude  and  responsibilities  of  the  Catalog  Committee 
require  they  have  the  latitude  to  effectively  do  their  job  while 
at  the  same  time  recognize  their  obligations  to  the  entire  member¬ 
ship  for  periodic  after  the  fact  approval  via  the  Executive  Committee. 

‘ARTICLE  XI  -  DISPOSITION  OF  DECEASED  MEMBER'S  COLLECTIONS;  The 
.  following  rules  are  established  for  selling  a  collection  of  a  deceased 
member  of  the  organization: 

1.  Deceased  must  have  been  a  paid  up  member  at  time  of  death. 

2.  The  estate  of  the  deceased  member  must  send  a  written  request' 
to  the  Editor  of  "SCRIP  TALK",  the  organization  bulletin. 

3.  Collections  can  only  be  sold  in  regular  published  "SCRIP  TALK" 
bulletins. 

4.  Editor  of  "SCRIP  TALK"  will  determine  the  number  of  bid  sales 
required  to  list  any  collection  in  its  entirety. 

5.  Written  inventory  should  be  furnished  by  the  estate  of  the 
deceased  with  the  following  information: 

a.  Name  on  the  token  (s)  listed  alphabetically. 

b.  Town  and  state  (unless  unknown) . 


c.  Denomination  (s) . 

d.  Type  material  (brabb,  copper,  white  metal,  aluminum,  zinc, 
plastic,  fiber,  paper,  etc.)  punch  marks  and  manufacturer. 

e.  Catalog  number  from  published  catalogs  such  as  Edkins, 
Trantow,  Atwood,  etc.  including  various  state  catalogs 
where  possible. 

6.  An  accounting  of  the  3crip  tokens  sold  will  be  marked  on  the 
written  inventory  submitted  and  returned  to  the  estate  with  the 
payment  in  full,  less  the  commission  and  return  postage  of  any 
unsold  tokens. 

7.  Anyone  wishing  fixed  prices  or  minimum  bids  must  have  his 
inventory  records  so  marked  as  the  NSCA  will  take  no  responsibility 
for  setting  prices. 

8.  Commission  rate  for  deceased  members  collections  is  10%  of  the 
selling  price. 

ARTICLE  XII  -  COLLECTIBLES:  The  National  Scrip  Collectors 
Association  recognizes  the  following  collectibles  as  being  in 
their  sphere  of  activity:-  Scrip  (both  metal  and  paper),  under¬ 
ground  mining  lamps  and  related  artifacts,  post  cards,  stocks 
and  bonds,  etc.  that  were  associated  with  industries  in  relations 
to  wages  -  with  primary  emphasis  on  scrip. 

ARTICLE  XIII  -  AMENDMENTS:  This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be 
amended  at  any  regular  scheduled  meeting  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  attending  such  meeting,  subject  to  a  minimum 
attendance  of  ten  members,  exclusive  of  the  Executive  Committee.

Thirty  on*  members  registered  to  bid  in  the  Frldsy  night  auction 
at  the  Beck  ley  meeting.  Seventeen  of  them  mere  successful  om  86 
of  the  111  lot*.  Fifteen  members  submitted  Nall  Bids  and  12  of 
them  received  17  lots.  Six  lots  did  not  receive  the  $5.00  minimum 
bid  and  two  lots  were  withdrawn  due  to  Incorrect  description. 

The  star  of  the  auction  was  an  unlisted  10$  from  F.C.J.  Co., 

Pioneer,  TH  which  sold  for  $135.00  to  a  Tennessee  bidder.  Other 
highlights  were  an  $B0  bid  for  H.L.  Tucker  Coal  Co.,  Rockport, 

KY  unlisted  50$  and  $62.50  for  a  Watts  Creek  Coal  Co.,  unlisted 
KY  10$.  The  Falls  Branch  Coal  Co.,  Oswego,  TH  50$  went  to  a  mall 
bidder  for  $60,  and  an  outstanding  charcoal  picture  of  a  coal 
miner  by  a  now  deceased  artist  also  brought  $60.  The  Lynn  Coal  6 
Coke  Co.,  Matewan,  WV  $1.00  realised  $50. 

In  addition,  4  losts  sold  in  the  $40  to  $50  range,  7  lots  from
